Somalia: Ato Militiamen Reportedly Withdraw 
From Two Bases

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Mogadishu, March 27 (AFP) 
— Militiamen loyal to Ali Hassan Osman "Ato" with- 
drew Wednesday (27 March] from two bases in south- 
ern Somalia after battles which saw at least nine people 
killed and a dozen wounded, leaving the field to Gen- 
eral Mohamed Farah Aidid, witnesses said. 


They said Osman Ato's men had pulled out completely 
from the bases they had established at Dhanane and 
Jilib-Merca and had returned to the Somali capital 
with their 28 “technicals” (pick-up trucks mounted with 
heavy weapons) and supporting heavy machinery, which 
included bulldozers, excavators and trailer-trucks. 


No reason was given for the withdrawal, but aides to 
Osman Ato indicated here that it was a tactical move. 


On returning to south Mogadishu, the militiamen imme- 
diately occupied the strategic former US embassy com- 
pound, the university compound, the former US "Sword 
Base,” and the K-7 road junction which controls the en- 
trance to south Mogadishu. 


At the same time, a large contingent of Aidid’s men 
started moving into south Mogadishu from bases in the 
southern towns of Baidoa, Huddur, and Marga, and irom 
the surrounding areas of the Lower Shabelle region, for 
undisclosed reasons. 


Sources close to Aidid’s faction hinted they might be 
moving into position for another bloody conflict in the 
divided capital to settle who controls the southern half 
of the city. 


The northern half of the capital is controlled by Aidid’s 
arch- rival, self-styled Somali interim president Ali 
Mahdi Mohamed. 


The fighting in southern Somalia broke out on Tuesday 
in Dhanane and Jilib-Merca, which are coastal villages 
60 kilometres (35 miles) south of Mogadishu. 


A spokesman for Osman Ato's group said their forces 
had destroyed one battle-wagon belonging to Aidid’s 
side, and that Aidid’s militiamen had suffered heavy 
casualties in the fighting 


But Aidid’s supporters claimed to have captured several 
positions previously held by Atto’s loyalists and to have 
seized a large amount of weapons and ammunition. 
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The two sides were battling it out for the control of the 
fertile Lower Shabelle region, which produces much of 
Somalia's food. 


Osman Ato established his two bases afier retreating 
from the southern port of Marga after several battles 
there with the Aidid’s militiamen. 


Dozens of fighters from both sides were killed and many 
others wounded in clashes in Dhanane and Marga last 
week. 


In another development, a hand grenade was thrown 
in the home of Somali politician Hussein Haji Bod on 
Tuesday. It destroyed household property but nobody 
was hurt. 


Bod is an ally of north Mogadishu warlord Ali Mahdi 
Mohamed, whose faction runs Islamic courts. 


On Monday, the home of another of Ali Mahdi sup- 
porter, Sharif Sheikh Muhidin, also came under grenade 
attack. 


The Islamic court has imported 14 pick-up trucks from 
the United Arab Emirates and equipped them with 
machine-guns to beef up security in north Mogadishu. 


Aidid is opposed to the existence of the Islamic courts, 
which he fears will undermine his authority as the self- 
declared “interim president” of Somalia. 


Somalia has been ruled by feuding warlords since the 
overthrow of dictator Mohamed Siad Barre in 1991. UN 
“Blue Helmets" pulled out in March last year.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] For the past 10 days, there have 
been reports of unrest in and around the Somali port of 
Marga, south of Mogadishu. Militias loyal to General 
Aidid, who claims to have set up a Somali Government, 
apparently clashed with forces of Osman Ato. Ato’s 
men eventually pulled back from the port. This week, 
there have been more reports of clashes round Marga 
and, once again, Ato’s militias have reportedly returned 
to Mogadishu, and it's beginning to look more like a 
struggle over money and taxes rather than control of 
the port. On the line to Jeda, Jusuf Garad asked Osman 
Ato what all the fighting was about: 


{Begin recording] [Ato] There was absolutely no fight- 
ing. Aidid tned to invade and impose taxation onto the 
already suffering community in Lower Shabelle. The 
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people have just uprisen against that barbarian. All | 
Can tell you now is that, like always, he has failed and 
no taxation will be given to Aidid. 


{Garad} But anyway, your faction was involved in 
armed clashes with Gen. Aidid’s militia. 

[Ato] Yes, that was after he started shooting at our 
militia there and we shot back, and Marga is now quiet, 


and the community within the Marga area are now no 
longer respecting the tax collection. 


(Garad] Who is in control of Marga now? 


[Ato] Nobody is in control of Marga. Marga, there is 
only a port there, and the business community at Marga 
are free to do business and, luckily, they drove Aidid’s 


people out of Marga. 


{Garad) Osman Ato, you are saying that you tried to 
stop the taxation that Gen. Aidid had imposed so can 
we say that you started the fighting and you attacked 
Marqa’? 

[Ato] No, no, no, we have not attacked Marga, but we 
told everybody there has to be a good, justified reason 
to pay taxation and the taxation that they are paying 
is actually helping to destroy other regions of Somalia 
and they have taken that advice. We have not attacked 
anyone. Aidid was the one who attacked us because of 
what we have told the people and he failed, as you may 
know. 


[Garad] Osman Ato, I think you know that Gen. Aidid 
will not keep quiet and sit back and see that his taxation 
program is broken by you. So do you think that there 
will be more armed confrontations between you and 
Gen. Aidid? 


{Ato} I think, obviously. Gen. Aidid chose that way. 
I am sure that is what is going to happen, but if he 
behaves like a respected and genuine leader, he will find 
out himself that this is no longer viable and collecting 
taxation should not be an objective. The major objective 
is to get Somali peace back onto the track and create 
a national government which will ultimately have the 
right to collect tax. [end recording]

Now that the cam- 
paign has started — is about to start, tomorrow — we 
shall advise all government departments not to interfere 
with the electoral commission so that they can do their 
work very well. And we are very conscious of this, that 
is why | had to form another task force, instead of us- 
ing the existing RCs [Resistance Councils). We ruled 
out the idea of using the RCs, and we created a special 
task force, and some of the members of the RCs who 
were on these committees of mine are there in their in- 
dividual capacities, not as members of the RCs. So we 
are committed to free and fair elections. 


We are committed to this idea for our own sake, not 
because of the donors, please. | am tired of this song of 
donors, donors, donors. I fought for freedom not because 
of the donors. There is no donor who told me to go to 
the bush to fight Idi Amin. There is no donor who told 
me to go to the bush to fight the dictatorship of Obote. 
I support free elections for my own belief, because | 
believe in it. That is how we are going to stabilize our 
country, not because I am dancing to a gallery (cheers, 
applause]. 


Now, in the campaign, I totally condemn, and I would 
like the commission to act on this, I totally condemn 
the act of buying votes. Buying votes must stop. And 
what I would call in Luganda [word indistinct) — 
hoodwinking the people with drink, with (?dances) and 
all, should not be encouraged. The commission should 
instill discipline. Facilitation is different. For instance, 
if somebody is moving from a place to another place, 
yes, you can facilitate him. When people come for the 
meeting, you could give them lunch, because they are 
away from their own lunch. But to bribe people is 
completely repugnant and it would distort our politics. 


Now I am wondering how the commission will handle 
this. Because, for instance, we hear lies. Somebody 
goes and says — somebody who is aspiring to be a 
leader of the country — or his agents go around saying 
that (7VAT) means taxing cats, taxing dogs, and if you 
have got an extra wife they will tax her — that this is 
what (?VAT) means. I think this is disgraceful. The 
commission should do something about this. I don't 
know what [word indistinct] they have, but for me, 
I think this is something that must stop so that we 
concentrate on issues. [passage omitted] 


I would also like to appeal to everybody in the country 
to avoid hooliganism [applause] and interefering with 
(?political) candidates — of course, in the past it 
was [rival presidential hopeful Dr. Paul] Ssemogerere’s 
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fault, because Ssemogerere would go and break the law 
and expect the public to keep the law. If the president is 
the one breaking the law, if someone who is hoping to 
be president, who is a presidential candidate, is the one 
who is breaking the law, why should the public keep 
the law? [passage omitted] 


However, now the campaign has started. I have already 
talked to Mr. (Stephen) Akabwai, the commissioner: 
The issue of the [opposition] inter-Party Committee 
must be resolved. I don't know what the attorney general 


says. 
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These people must follow the constitution, the constitu- 
tion that does not allow parties yet — they must wait 
for the referendum. [passage omitted] 


It's only about two months, I think, we shall be over 
with this, so let's be disciplined, let us show enthusiasm, 
but like we did today. Today it was nice, it was positive 
enthusiasm, but there was no destructive enthusiasm. 


Now, with these not so few words, | would like to

SAPA — The South African arms industry had def- 
initely lost business since the implementation of the 
United States denial order against South Africa in 
1994, Deputy Defence Minister Ronnie Kasnis said on 
Wednesday. “It's affecting our arms industry,” Kasnils 
said at a media briefing in Cape Town. 


There was suspicion in the arms industry that the US 
wanted to keep the South African arms industry “in 
place” as it was now able to trade arms openly on the 
international market. 


The US's share of the arms market had increased, 
and suspicions within the industry were well-founded, 
special adviser to the Defence Ministry Fana Hlongwane 
said, referring to the Rooivalk deal with Britain which 
was scuppered because the missile system wanted by 
Britain was an American product. 


Because of the denial order, America had refused South 
Africa permission to purchase the system. The denial 
order would only be lifted once a settlement in the 
Armscor case, pending in an American federal court, 
was reached. 


Armscor [Armaments Corporation of South Africa] 
and Kentron had been indicted in October 1991 by a 
Pennsylvania federal grand jury for conspiracy to violate 
the US Arms Export Controls Act. 


The United States government had proposed that the 
South African government through Armscor plead nolo 
contendere to the charges, thereby neither admitting nor 
denying guilt. 


However, it could face up to USDS million in criminal 
fines against the government and up to USD2.5 million 
in civil fines “against two entities” — probably Armscor 
and Kentron. 


Deputy Foreign Affairs Minister Aziz Pahad said at 
the briefing on the government's position and its future 
plans, negotiations on finding a speedy solution to the 


problem were being held regularly. 


The South African government was discussing the US 
proposal, Pahad said. 


“We will be submitting our considered view to the 
United States Congress”. 
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The fundamental issue was however protection of South 
Africa’s sovereignty, which Pahad said could not be 
compromised. “We will therefore deal with the propos- 
als within that context, he said. 


Deputy President Thabo Mbeki's legal adviser, Ms 
Mojanku Gumbi, [word indistinct) South Africa would 
like the issue resolved in such a way that it did not 
affect relations. 


The consequences of accepting the plea were sull wide 
“Like any state we have to protect our sovereignty. So 
if the way to do that is to turn to the court, that is one 
option ... we would like it resolved in such a way that 
it doesn’t affect relations,” she said. 


Pahad said South AfricaVUS relations were now at a 
“higher level than any time previously, but that this 
could be damaged on the long term if a solution was 
not found. 


Referring to South African ambassador to the US, 
Franklin Sonn's statements about the possible plea, 
Pahad said Sonn reflected the views of the government 


“By and large we are happy with the work of our 
ambassador in the United States. [Word indistinct} have 
no real problem with Ambassador Sonn’s role in the 
US,” he said. Sonn had n | been instructed to he 
low” after his statements that he had rejected a nolle 
contestare plea offer before forwarding the proposal to 
the South African government.

SAPA — The negotiating mandate of the European 
Union for the Free Trade Agreement [FTA] with South 
Africa is unacceptable and the negotiation process 
should to be reassessed, the South African Communist 
Party [SACP] said Thursday. 


It said in a statement acceptance of the EU's Free Trade 
Agreement mandate would be disastrous for South 
Africa, resulting in revenue losses twice the size of 
the country’s annual RDP [Reconstruction and Devel- 
opment Program] allocation. The mandate provided by 
the General Affairs Council of the European Union. 
underlines the need for [words indistinct} competition 
and would have a “woeful” impact on the country’s un- 
employment crisis. 


The EU foreign ministers approved a negotiating man- 
date on Monday [25 March] for the FTA that excluded 
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almost 39 percent of farm produce exported to the EU 
by South African producers. It said the EU — in block- 
ing South Africa from the trade chapter of the Lome 
convention — was treating the country as a developed 
nation and a competitor to the EU before South Africa's 
restructuring process had been completed. 


According to the Brussels-based European Research 
office the revenue losses to South Africa from the FTA 
would be “over two times the annual financial allocation 
to the RDP, and over eight times as great as EU aid to 
SA [South Africa]". 


“What is on offer from the EU is simply not acceptable. 
The time has come for a major reassessment of the 
whole process,” the SACP said.

the so-called Shell House massacre two years ago. 


But a ban on the public display of dangerous weapons 
would not be strictly enforced, said a policeman on the 
scene.

"We (police) had a letter saying that they (marchers) 
are not allowed to take their traditional weapons, but 
even so we will not take their weapons because we 
do not want to cause any problems.” The inspector's 
remarks provoked a response from official SAPS [South 
African Police Service] spokesman Insp Jan Combrinck 
who said police would do everything in their power 
to confiscate illegal weapons. "In fact we have already 
taken weapons from people. He (Labuschagne) was 
speaking in his personal capacity. Our official policy 
is: No illegal weapons.” 


Police started barricading the hostel road to more easily 
monitor the arrival of march supporters. 


Outside the hostel, S \PA reporters said tyres had been 
set alight — but the situation was generally calm. 
Police and security force activity was watched by hostel 
dwellers who leaned from windows and doorways. 
Some of the men sported shields, knobkiernes and 
spears. "We have no time to talk to you,” one hostel 
dweller told a SAPA reporter. “It is not time to talk, it 
is time to march.” 


Another said: “You have no right to be here... this 
(march) is none of your business.” March supporter 
Sibusiso Zulu, 21, said: “We are marching to commem- 
orate the deaths of those people at Shell House. Any-

Thousands of Zulus on Thursday morning marched 
through central Johannesburg to commemorate the 1994 
Shell House slayings. Sexwale said South Africa did 
not need demonstrations by people threatening others. 
"Such leaders should reconsider their position,” he said. 
"I wish peoole wil! ta5:-ySrut going to hostels... so that 
we can teach people how to read and write or teach 
them basic skil!s. 


“To always talk about negativity, war, cultural weapons, 
an euphemistic word for weapons that kill... I think that 
is wrong.” 


Sexwale said the Irish president, who was to visit 
Soweto on Thursday, was not bothered by the march. 
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"She comes from a world that has caused two world 
wars and has vast experience of this kind of thing.” 
Sexwale said their discussions at the airport centred 
around bilateral relations, especially trade possibilities.

Senior policemen at Diepkloof in Soweto had instructed 
members not to disarm about 800 Zulu marchers who 
outnumbered the 30 officers at the scene, SABC [South 
African Broadcasting Corporation] radio reported. Supt 
Gus Bower, among the security force personnel moni- 
toring some 2,000 marchers moving down Main Reef 
Road, told SAPA: “We will not be disarming them.” 


Safety and Security Minister Sydney Mufamadi last 
week prohibited the carrying of dangerous weapons 
in public in 74 magisterial districts. Duarte said on 
Wednesday the march would not be allowed to continue 
if any participants were armed.

[FBIS Transcribed Text} JOHANNESBURG March 28 
SAPA — Swike activity in South Africa in the first 
three months of 1996 was nearly triple the figure for the 
first quarter of last year, industrial relations consultants 
Andrew Levy and Associates said on Thursday. 


This year’s quarterly figure was almost double that for 
the first six months of 1995, the consultancy said in its 
quarterly strike report. A total of 175,000 mandays were 
lost through strikes in the first quarter of 1996 compared 
with 60,000 in the same period in 1995, 295,000 in 
1994, 65,000 in 1993, 135,000 in 1992 and 182,470 in 
1991. 


Strikes by the National Union of Metalworkers of 
South Africa was responsible for 64 percent of the 
total mandays lost in 1996. The National Union of 
Mineworkers was the next most strike-prone union 
accounting for 28 percent of mandays lost. There had 
been more strikes this year than in 1995 and many had 
been bigger. 


“This would suggest that those people who argue that 
the union movement is losing its power and support 
have been a little too hasty in their judgment,” the report 
said. “It is a relatively simple matter to decide to embark 
on a strike. But to keep workers out on a strike for a 
number of weeks in support of a demand is a far more 
difficult task. 


“The fact that the unions have succeeded in this points 
to the strong militancy that remains in the union 
movement,” the report said. 


This year there had been some fairly big strikes, some 
of which had continued for a long time, such as the 
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three-week Toyota strike involving about 6,000 workers 
and the Firestone strike now into its third week and 
involving about 900 employees. 


In previous years wage-related issues dominated the 
strike front. This year grievances accounted for 70 per- 
cent of mandays lost. Strikes resulting from disputes 
over dismissals accounted for 21.9 percent of man- 
diuys lost, retrenchments eight percent and wage- related 
strikes for only 0.1 percent. This pattern was almost cer- 
tain to change during the year as only a small percentage 
of companies had as yet begun wage negotiations. 


It had been said that centralised collective bargaining 
dampened localised, company-specific strike activity. 
"Clearly the many strikes in the motor industry since 
the signing f the wage agreement in June last year 
suggest that this is not necessarily the case. 


“While it may be that the agreement was too sophis- 
ticated for such a conflict-ridden industry. there also 
appears to de a lack of commitment on the part of the 
parties to adhere to the peace provisions. 


"It seems that firmer steps need to be taken to end strikes 
where such a peace provision exists.” 


Considerably more strike action was expected in 1996 
compared with last vear “but will probably not reach the 
very high levels seen during the first half of the decace.

This means all Zambians abroad will not vote in the 
forthcoming parliamentary and general elections, and 
there was no provision to register them in the just ended 
voter registration exercise. Mwansa was supported by 
chief government spokesman and information minister 
Amusaa Mwanamwambwa. 


"In general terms, there is no provision in the law for 
long distance voting, and our government complies with 
the existing laws, and we can't break it to allow those 
abroad to vote,” Mwanamwambwa said in an interview 
yesterday. He also said such issues should be explored 
further to march with changing times. 


"I urge you to explore this issue further because it has 
not received much attention here, even in the draft 
constitution this aspect is missing,” Mwanamwabwa 
observed. 


MMD [Movement for Multiparty Democracy] chairman 
Sikota Wina said it may not be a question of the law, 
but logistical problems involving ballots abroad. “Per- 
haps it might be the problem of logistical difficulties in 
administering overseas ballots, otherwise, every Zam- 
bian should be accorded the privilege to vote,” Wina 
said. 


But Catholic Commission for Justice and Peace (CCJP) 
assistant secretary Sam Mulafulafu said it is unfortunate 
for Zambians abroad to be deprived of their voting 
rights. 

“There should be a provision even in the registration 
of voters for those abroad to vote. This is what the 
foreign missions should be doing,” said Mulafulafu. The 
opposition ZDC [Zambian Democratic Cungress] said it 
is regrettable to forfeit one's rights when abroad. 
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“It is very regrettable that going abroad takes away 
voting rights from citizens,” ZDC vice secretary Azwell 
Banda said.

“If the constitution will be imposed on citizens, the 
labour movement will undertake a country-wide cam- 
paign to disrespect it,” Shamenda warned, adding: “This 
goes for any other law that will be passed by the leg- 
islature without popular participation.” Efforts to get a 
comment from chief government spokesman Amusaa 
Mwanamwambwa proved futile. 


Non-governmental Organisations (NGOs), churches and 
Opposition parties have been pressurising the govern- 
ment to adopt the constitution through a constituent as- 
sembly, as provided for in the recommendations of the 
Mwanakatwe review commission.

He said the opposition demanded that the Frontline 
States appoints a mediator acceptable to both parties to 
“avoid an eruptive situation before the parliamentary 
and general elections.’ But MMD deputy national 
secretary Paul Tembo declined to comment on the 
involvement of the Frontline States. 


"IT can’t comment at the moment, let them show us the 
resolutions of that meeting and we can make our stand 
known,” Tembo said in an interview yesterday. Accord- 
ing to Zulu, the workshop discussed with great concern 
the political situation prevailing in the country and em- 
phasised the need for dialogue between stakeholders 


“We very much emphasised on dialogue between .take- 
holders and we feel it is very imperative to talk to dif- 
fuse political tension mounting in the country,” Zulu 
said. 


Zulu said it's never too late to bring the concerned 
parties together, as it is very necessary to ensure 
the peace prevails. Among the political parties from 
Zambia which attended the workshop hosted by five 
Opposition parties of Tanzania, were UNIP, Zambia

AFP — Two Zambian journalists jailed early this month 
for alleged contempt of Parliament were freed by the 
High Court Wednesday after a succesful appeal. 


Senior editors of Zambia's independent newspaper THE 
POST, Fred M'membe and Bright Mwape, and colum- 
nist Lucy Sichone were given an indefinite jail term by 
the speaker of Parliament, Robinson Nabulyato, for al- 
leged contempt of Parliament. 


High Court judge Kabazo Chanda said however that 
Parliamen: had no judicial powers and “indefinite jail 
terms are incompatible with our legal system." How- 
ever, he ordered M'membe and Mwape to report to 
Parliament and show cause why they should not be pun- 
ished. 
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"Parliament is not a court in any judicial sense but it 
has power to commit people to prison because that is 
the only way it can guard itself against defamation," 
he said, adding that the High Court has the power to 
enquire into such decisions. 


M'membe served almost a month at the overcrowded 
Lusaka Central Prison while Mwape was sent to 
Mukobeka Maximum Security Prison in the central 
own of Kabwe. 


Sichone, who refused to surrender to police, is still in 
hiding. 


The three are alleged to have described Vice President 
Godfrey Miyanda's debates in Parliament as “cheap, 
false and cowardly", adding that he was “seeking 
refuge behind the skirts of grandmother Nabulyato". The 
speaker is in his late seventies. 


The jailing of the journalists had been widely criticised 
both locally and internationally. 
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
